‘Canada Bank holdings of short term, 
high-grade Dominion and provincial 
government securities, all maturing 
within two years, has risen from $443 
miilion at the outbreak of the war, to 
‘$700 million at August 31st this year. 
In the same period long dated similar 


‘securities had dtopped from $743 mil- 


lion to $604 million. This meant that 
to the extent of approximately $140 
million the banks swung from longer 
to shorter date securities to oat te 
a thoroughly liquid position 

aid in the additional financing of 
war contracts and other business. 
Notes in circuation of all banks show- 
ed ‘no incréase. Bank of Canada cir- 
culation was up $127 million — $13 
million of this increase being held by. 
the chartered banks; the ‘balance was 
not in excess of the day-to-day re- 
quirements of the country’s increased 
volume of business. Mr. Jaffray cit- 
ed the above figures as indicating the 
ability of the banks to handle the 
war effort requirements of industry. 

Can Carry War Program 

Turning to the ability of the coun 
try as a whole to handle its war ef- 
fort he pointed out that government 
war orders—some 35,000 in number 
—placed up to the end of September, 
totalled $550 million—$410 million on 
Canadian account, $140 million om 
British account. The figures covered 
all purchases of: munitions, aircraft, 
armaments, food and clothing and 
did not include soldiers’ pay or the 
$235 million of plant expansion which 
with other items, brings Canada’s war 
commitments and expenditures to 
date up to something over a billion 
dollars. 

To finance this program War loans 
had raised $500 millions of new mon- 
ey: taxation and other revenues had 
provided the rest. “With the ever in-

“From time to time,” he continued, 
“we hear suggestions to the effect 
that Canada should resort. to infla- 
tion, or to ohe kind of ‘funny money’ 
finance this war.

nings to the country’s need. To re- 
sort to any expedient that would 
bring to the working man at the end 
of this war another period of depres- 


one way in which to finance this war, 
and that is by taxation up to a level 
beyond which: it ruin its own 
purpose, and over above by bor- 
rowings, to be paid from the develop- 
ment of our limited natural resources 
over a period of time. : 
Extreme Taxation Unwise 

“Perhaps I might develop for a mo- 
ment the question of taxation—which, 
if carried to an extreme, may produce 
results not greatly different from the 
aftermath of inflation. -With the in- 
creased volume of turnover in nearly 
all business, it is inevitable that heav- 
fer inventories must be carried and 
bought further in advance. The pre- 
sent rite of taxation leaves to the ma- 
nufacturer, wholesaler, and other, lit- 
tle margin .for increased profit,’ and 
little opportunity to set up proper re- 
serves against these increased inven- 
tories. It seems to me that the Go- 
vernmen{ in assessing for taxation 
‘should teke this factor into consider- 
ation, as it. would be regrettable in- 
deed if, after the war, the business- 
men of the country were faced with’ 
the necessity of reducing these in- 
ventories and, with inadequate _re- 
serves against them, a situation of 
deflation with its accompanying suf- 
fering and unemployment were 
brougk* about even where there had 
been no inflation.” 

Wheat No Detriment 

.Mr, Jaffray then touched upon the 
wheat situation, refusing to regard 
the West's large crop as a detriment, 
“rather than a blessing.” It had pro- 
duced financing and storage prob- 
lems which another crop might even 
accentuate, “but in spite of this, I 
would say that it is my conviction 
that this national wealth added to 
the country is a tremendous aasset, 
and that in the long run every bushel 
of grain that we grow will be needed, 
but it is possible that for the next 
year or two a percentage of them 
Switching from wheat to feeding 
grains may be in the best interest 
of our farmers, 

Mr. Jaffray decried any impression 
that bank earnings are largely in- 
creaased as a result of war. Notwith- 
standing higher current loans, fed- 
eral taxation had practically doubled 
provincial taxes had not been reduc- 
ed, and any small margin of added 
earnings that might be left to the 
banks would not be too large to pro- 
vide for unavoidable losses in the 
after-war industrial adjustment. “I 
cannot see where the banks stand té 
gain,” said the President. 

Praises Bank of Canada 

Touching the Bank of’ Canada and 
the Foreign Exchange Control Board, 
Mr. Jaffray declared that they had 
both done an efficient job and if, par-

Manganese applications appear to 
have slightly increased the crispness 
of celery, Most extraordinary was 
the fact that potash in the chloride 
form gave greatly superior results to 
that in the sulphate form. 


The moisture supply and degree of 
acidity are factors in determining the 
types of crops that can be grown 
successfully. Black heart of celery 
appears to have been largely control- 
led by adequate drainage. Potatoes 
and other crops that prefer acid soils 
may not prove very satisfactory on 
areas high in’ lime, but onions prefer 
soils nearly néutral in reaction. The 
degree of acidity also affects the 
chemical and biological activity of 
the soil, thus influencing the rate of 
release of nitrogen and the availabil- 
ity of mineral plant food,. especially 
the minor elements. All muck soils, 
however, have two important feat- 
ures in common: they are relatively 
high in nitrogen and low in phosph- 
ate and potash. Thus, the farmer who 
has experienced difficulty in cropping 
muck land should plan first to pro- 
vide’ his crops with a plentiful supply 
of these mineral substances. 


REPAIR THE FARM 
MACHINERY , 


In western Canada where the 
growing feason is so short, all farm 
operations must be done as quickly 
as possible from the time work be- 
gins on the land until the crop is har- 
vested in the fall. In order that this 
may be accomplished, all implements 
should be kept in good repair, says 
M. J. McPhail, superintendent, Dom- 
inion Experimental Station, Melfort, 
Sask. Very often valuable time is 
lost during rush seasons for the rea- 
son that the machines were never 
checked over between seasons. Such 
delays often mean the difference be- 
tween profit and failure in the year’s 
operations. , 

The rush.season of 1940 is over 
and the weak places on the various 
machines are still fresh in the mind 
of the operator, It is therefore an op- 
portune time to go over all the mach- 
ines and replace worn parts and re- 
pair and tighten up others. Further, 
blacksmiths are generally not so 
busy in the winter. ‘These men will 
appreciate having the work brought 
to them now so that they will not be 
rushed so muth during the summer,

Poultrymen’s Plebiscite 
Re: Great Britain’s Eggs 


eggs, but before that market can be 
"supplied, Alberta. produgers must be 
in a position to guarantee in advance, 
that stipulated volumes of eggs will 
be available at stated times. 

In other words, Alberta's surplus 
egg supplies must be coordinated in 
order to facilitate shipment to Great 
Britain. Furthermore, methods of 
grading must be improved. 

Last spring, representative poultry- 
men met in Edmonton and asked the 
Department of Trade and Industry to 
help them prepare an egg marketing 
plan. They set up a working commit- 
tee which drafted the plan and are 
now ready to submit it to egg pro- 
ducers of the province for their. ap- 
proval. 

The plebiscite will take place dur- 
ing the week of November 25th, at 
meetings which have been organized 
in more than 100 centres. These 
meetings will be addressed by poul- 
trymen who will explain the plan and, 
at the close of each meeting, a vote 
‘will be taken, all poultrymen with 50 
birds or more being entitled to cast 
a ballot. 

Poultrymen are urging all those 
interested in producing eggs to at- 
tend meetings in their districts and 
to vote in order that the expression 
of opinion as indicated by the ballot 
will be truly representative.
